.steamer  Alpha,  proceeding  to  Union 
Bay  for  bunker  coal,  was  lo.st  on  the 
east  end  of  Yellow  Island,  and  the 
captain  and  eight  of  the  crew 
perlriied.

ment  of  Agriculture  has  striven  to 
confine  the  disease  to  this  area  with 

entire  success 

This  year  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment assigned  Mr.  A.  A.  Uenny.s, 
Federal  entomologist,  to  as.si.sl  Pro- 
vincial Government  ofBclals  in  the 
campaign  against  tha  disease.  Using 
this  year  a  mixture  of  hydrated  lime 
and  calrlum  arsanata,  developed 
after  experimentation  by  the  Oliver 
Chemical  Company  at  Penticton,  the 
scientists  have  met  with  consider- 
able succe&s  There  Is  hope,  Dr. 
W.iMuxk  .sa\s,  that  they  will  yet 
be  able  Lo  st.inip  out  the  disca-se. 

The  great  difflculty  Ls  to  prevent 
relnfestatlon  through  shipments  of 
grain  and  straw  and  other  agricul- 
tural products  into  tbe  province 
from  Idaho  and  the  Prairies. 

Tha  Colorado  potato  beetle  Is  the 
chief  reason  for  the  British  em- 
bargo on  potatoes  from  the  United 
states  and  Canada  The  pe.st  is

I  Ills  IS  so,  although  North  America  it  far 
fron  being  the  most  dcoMly  popuUtad  of  the  con- 
linrnts  Canadians  and  Americans  are  an  mtrnvly 
wasteful  people  In  Canada  it  u  estimated  that  the 
average  loss  of  property  l»y  fire  axcacdt  $45,000,000 
m  value  and  350  livr^  are  sacrificed  annually.  In 
the  United  States  the  faguret  ar«  staggering.  Fire 
destruction  in  1926  registered  •  property  loss  of 
$56O.S00.0OO  and  the  deaths  which  it  iovolved  were 
I  O.UOO.  Is  It  worth  while  doiof  atqrthini  to  tUm  or 
mitifate  this  tremendou*  lots? 

All  that  is  needed  to  reduce  the  6rr  Ins^  to  a 
rninimum  is  ceascleu  human  vigilance  and  the  adop- 
tion of  such  ordinary  precautions  as  ought  tq  be  in- 
grained in  the  mental  consciousness.  Fetfitfulness 
and  carelessness  are  two  of  the  besetting  sins  of  thr 
human  race.  They  are  responsible  for  countless 
damage  and  tragedy  upon  tragedy,  and  all  this  loss 
and  \vaste  and  wiping  out  of  human  life  is  illustrated 
in  nothing  so  much  as  in  the  manner  in  which  people 
are  apathetic  about  the  dangers  of  fire.  It  ought  not 
to  be  necessary  to  have  a  fire  prevention  week  each 
of  our  lives.  Every  day  and  every  moment  of 
walunf  day  should  be  a  reminder  of  tlie  exercise 
•  of  raittion  in  dealing  with  one  of  the  BKMt  dainarniH 
and  destructive  of  elements. 

I  Fire  losses  multiply  as  the  years  roll  by,  and  some- 
times It  srrrns  that  carelessness  and  inattention  to  risk 
'become  more  pronounced  as  tKe  distractions  of  civili- 
^zation  increase.  We  pay  by  far  too  heavy  a  toll  for 
carelessness  in  economic  loss,  through  interruption  of 
busineu  through  the  agencies  of  the  fire  fiend,  which, 
in  some  way  or  other,  is  alwajrs  toudung  some  phase 
of  the  domestic  lives  of  all.  .Thire  may  be  all  the 
preventive  measures  that  jire  deoned  advisable  by  the 
authorities,  but  the  crux  of  the  whole  matter  lies  with 
the  individual  and  h  s  and  her  ability  to  make  eternal 
vigilance  the  price  of  safety  from  fire.  It  is  a  question 
of  individual  education.  Fire  Prevention  Week  is  in 
ill'"  nature  of  a  mass  warning.  It  is  useful  in  its  way. 
but  the  processes  of  mental  carelessness  which  are  such 
contributory  factors  to  tragedy  on  earth  need  all-lhe- 
year-round  reminders  and  a  kind  of  traiaiag  which  no 
system  of  state  education  appears  yet  to  have  been 
able  to  accomplish.

PULPWOOD  EMBARGO 


An  official  announcenient  from  Ottawa  says  that 

Canada  will  send  delegates  to  a  conference  to  be 
arranged  by  the  League  of  Nations  to  discuss  a  com- 
plaint of  the  United  Stales  that  trees  cut  on  Cruwn 
lands  in  this  Dominion  may  not  be  shipped  to  the 
United  States  to  be  made  into  paper.  The  United 
States  considers  it  has  a  grievance  because  this 
measure  of  protection  is  applied  to  Canadian  forests. 
It  has  proposed  that  this  grievance  should  be  remedied 
at  a  conference  at  Geneva,  even  though  America  is 
not  a  member  of  the  League  of  Nations.  It  is  sympto- 
matic o(  the  attitude  of  the  present  Government  at 
Ottawa  that,  in  such  a  matter  of  internal  policy,  Can- 
ada is  willing  to  send  delegates  to  Geneva  to  discuss 
the  subject.  Of  what  is  proposed  The  Montreal 
Gazette  says:  "The  League,  apparently,  has  no  re- 
luctance in  inviting  the  United  States  to  take  part  in 
a  conferenoe  in  which  a  grievance  against  a  member 
country  of  the  League  may  be  aired,  and  where  it 
may  be  gravely  debated  whether  Mich  Country  mem- 
ber should  not  cede  its  rights  to  its  own  national  policy 
for  the  benefit  of  a  fountry  not  a  member  of  the 
Laafue,  yet  willing  to  uea  the  League  for  iu  own

It  will  strike  the  Canadian  people  that  their  most 
dignifiecl  course  would  be  to  rofuw  to  send  delegates 

to  any  conference  at  Geneva  on  the  subject  of  an  em- 
bargo in  this  Dominion  on  the  export  of  timf)er  on 
Crown  lande.  Canada  has  a  Minister  at  Washington 
\\  ho  can  very  well  discuss  the  subject  with  the  United 
btates  Government,  since  the  latter  seeks  discussion, 
but  if  he  tntetpicts  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  Canada 
he  will  tell  the  United  States  that  the  embargo  policy 
will  be  continued  and  that  it  is  a  policy  of  exclusively 
internal  domestic  economy.  There  is  not  much  use 
HI  having  a  Mini^tn  at  NT'ashington  if  subjects  of  in- 
ternal economy  in  which  the  United  States  betrays  an 
mtereM  are  to  bo  rafenod  to  Geneva  instead  of  being 
discussed  diredly  between  the  two  countries.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  too.  the  question  of  an  embargo  on 
the  timber  of  Crown  lands  is  more  a  Provincial  than 
a  Federal  matter  It  is  a  question  of  Provincial 
policy,  and  as  such,  before  any  Geneva  conference, 
would  require  conversations  between  the  provinces 
affected  and  the  Federal  Government.  Apart  from 
these  considerations  Canada  should  oppose  any  idea 
of  international  action  to  force  her  to  change  an  in- 
ternal policy  in  which  there  is  exdusrve  internal  juris- 
diction and  which  is  designed  in  the  interests  of  her 
own  i)eople.  It  is  an  alarming  indication  of  the 
tendency  of  tht  present  Government  at  Ottawa  that 
it  should  have  even  lent  a  sympathetic  ear  to  tlie  re 
quest  of  the  United  Elates  for  a  League  of  NaUons 
conference.  What  has  the  League  of  NatioM  got 
to  do  with  Canada*  utilixation  of  Canada's  rosouroes?

Sir.— It  is  more  than  twelve 
years  ago  since  the  Au-stralian 
and  New  Zealand  Army  Corps 
landed  on  the  GalllpoU  Pen- 
insula, and  I'  supposed  that  the 
merits  and  demerita  of  the  Overeeas 
Forces  were  by  thto  time  f  atrly  woU 
undaratood.  Xt  waa  with  astootob- 
ment  that  I  read  In  last  Sundays 
Colonist  of  a  report  originating  on 
board  H.M.S.  Aragon.  stationed  at 
Mudros  in  1915.  to  the  effect  that  the 
Australian  troops  were  an  ill-fed, 
iindi.srl|)llned  rabble,  and  that  they 
were  down  on  the  Beach,  while  oth- 
ers held  the  ridges. 

With  regard  to  the  first  state- 
ment. I  think  that  it  is  a  direct  re- 
flection on  the  staff  iteelf;  tbe  sec- 
ond part  may  be  dtomtoead  aa  not 
being  true,  and  moreover  an  tasult. 
to  thoee  partlenlarly.  who  are  still 
lying  on  Anaac  Beaoh. 

To  those  Canadians  who  were 
overseas.  I  have  no  need  to  describe 
some  of  the  peculiar  idea.s  of  disci- 
pline which  were,  and  apparently 
still  are  held  by  .some  officers.

1925.  with  a  fellow  voy 
ager,  Mi.ss  Jean  .Schoen.  on  the 
French  bark,  Bougainville,  first 
christened  Himalaya,  later  known 
as  the  Star  of  Peru,  a  three-masted

The  two  girls  were  signed  as  mid- 
shipmen, studying  navigation,  and 
the  rest  of  the  crew  was  made  up 
of  Frenchmen  and  South  Sea  Isl- 
anders. Captain  Lem  Chateauvieu 
was  In  eomraand  of  the  bark,  which 
was  on  her  last  voyage  to  a  port  m 
New  Caledonia,  there  to  rust  aw:, 
her  la-'il  days  as  a  warehouse  bn 

"Miss  Schoen  and  I  spent 
days  on  the  Windjammer,  and  when 
she  was  turned  into  a  warehouae  in 
the  New  Bebrtdai  that  did  not  end 
our  oareea  aa  ■  semen  My  aaoceed- 
ing  months  of  service  were  on  a 
small  trading  steamer  in  the  New 
Hebrides,  the  St.  Michel,  then  on 
the  St  Andre,  another  small  FYench 
steamer  on  a  trip  to  Australia  when 
I  was  the  only  woman  on  boai  i  a  1  • 
a  crew  of  fifty  persons  of  many  na- 
tionalities; and.  lastly,  on  the  Com- 
mandant Oeetremoau.  that  brought 
me  to  San  ftandaeo. 

"I  was  never  troubled  while  at 
sea  by  any  of  the  crew.  They  were 
all  mr>st  courteous  to  me.  but  they 
had  plenty  of  glrl.s  when  they  went 
on  shore  feave  at  the  various  ports. 
I  carried  Just  one  .small  tnmk  full 
of  clothes,  and  when  I  arrived  in 
New  Hebrides.  I  cast  my  dresses 
aside,  bought  gooda  from  the  traders 
and  made  my  own.

In  the  South  .Sea  Islands,  dur- 
ing our  two  months  slay  there.  Miss 
Schoen  slept  on  a  mattrem  on  the 
dining  table,  but  this  was  OB  aoeount 
of  the  rats  in  our  cabin, 

FIFTEEN  'Ql'AKES  A  DAY 
"While  in  the  New  Hebrides,  we 
had  akwut  fifteen  earthquakes  a  day. 
and  we  could  feel  the  ship  shaking 
and  the  luhm  from  the  two  active 
voleanoa  on  the  tolanda  In  our  facea. 
Once  the  French  traders  la  Rm  port 
sought  refuge  on  our  ship. 

I  have  eaten  most  everything  in- 
cluded in  a  crew's  diet,  but  at  one 
think'  1  drew  the  line.  Hiat  was 
canned  cat.  I  ate  .sliarks'  fins,  snails, 
sea  .snakes,  flying  fox,  a  form  of 
bat,  which  to  delicious,  and  in  the 
Fijto,  I  enjoyed  the  wondarfid  frulto. 
There  were  mangoes,  pawpa^ 
yams,  taro,  and  passion  fruit,  which 
is  very  sweet  "

Infancy:  a  very  remote  Brltlah  Co- 
lumbia, an  unknown  west,  with  no 
golden  wheat,  a  divided  east  strug- 
gling painfully  to  adjust  differences 
which,  at  times,  seemed  to  threaten 
our  national  life;  altogether  a  young 
and  ambitious  nation,  eager  for  lib- 
erty and  constitutional  i^hts,  with 
unlimited  natural  re-sources  only 
awaiting  capital  and  energy  for  their 
de\elopment  And  today,  after  a 
century  -a  very  short  period  in  Wv 
life  of  the  world — you  witness  our 
people  blossoming  into  full  nation- 
hood and  proudly  taking  their  place 
in  the  council  of  nations.  You  have 
therefore  been  connected,  from  dec- 
ade to  decade,  with  sU  our  progress 
and  achievenents.  I^any  of  the 
men  who  were  instrtmiental  in  our 
success  were  your  sons.  As  a  Cana- 
dian I  am  grateful  to  you.  May  you 
Uve  many  more  centuries  and  reap  a 
still  richer  harvest. 

"I  have  been  asked  tf)  dellve-  a 
.short  address  on  'Aspects  of  Ca In- 
dian History  Since  Confederation  ' 

■'Thr  subject  is  a  diflicult  one  for 
A  modern  Canadian,  rather  addicted 
to  active  politics  and  whose  views 
are  perhaps  not  all  shared  by  many 
of  his  neighbors  nor  by  quite  a  few 
of  his  own  household.  Mtnvover. 
jrour  Premier,  the  Hononble  Mr, 
Perguson.  will  tomorrow  dwell  on 
the  same  subject  and,  as  usual,  have 
the  last  word. 

"I  feel  aLso  that  having  to  deal 
with  so  many  fact;i  of  our  history,  1 
shall  bf  brought  to  speak  of  events 
in  which  many  of  you  have  had 
part,  of  wonderful  achievements  of 
which  you  have  all  been  witnesses. 
Is  It  not  calling  for  my  appreciation 
Of  questions  which  arc  still  live  is- 
sues In  the  btiUdlng  up  of  our  coun- 
try and  on  which  opinions  are  wide- 
ly divided?  It  Is  a  ground  which  I 
may  well  fear  to  tread. 

"But,  having  accepted  the  task  al- 
lotted to  mc.  I  will  endeavor  to  per- 
form It  in  Kuch  a  way.  I  hope  as  lo 
be  permitted  to  returti  home  a  free 
man  (Canada,  after  all.  ha.s  a  very 
short  past,  and  It  Is  In  her  great 
future  that  our  interest  lies.

■  riie.ve  pnn(  iples  are  many,  since 
It  look  seventy-two  resolutions  to 
embody  the  terms  on  whK  ii  the 
provinces  could  agree  to  a  federal 
union.  But  if  we  foeua  our  atten- 
tion an  the  asMaUal  alemaiita,  we 
ftaid  them  waO  defined  at  tbe  Que- 
bec Conference,  and  in  the  ronark- 
able  debates  on  'Confederation 
which  should  be  tl^  joldoO  >kook  «C 
all  Canadiarts. 

"For  the  purpo.se  of  thus  brief  re- 
view.

A  rOMPROMlSB 

"A  nenerous  compromise  by  men  of 
dllfering'  language,  differing  creed, 
and  from  different  provinces,  but  of 
one  country,  who  agreed  to  yield  on

"Macdonald  said:  'Immigrants 
will  naturally  prefer  to  seek  a  new 
home  In  what  is  known  to  them  as 
ft  great  country  than  In  any  other 
Uttle  cotony.  Whpn,  by  means  of 
this  rapid  increase,  wa  become  a 
nation  of  eight  or  nine  millions  of 
inhabitants  our  alliance  will  be 
worthy  of  being  sought  by  the  great 
nations  of  the  earth  ' 

"Oeorge  Brown  knew  altnost  as 
niurh  of  the  future  Si.ine  anioiu 
us.'  he  said,  'may  live  to  see  the  day 
when  as  a  result  of  Confederation, 
%  great  and  powerful  p>eople  may 
have  grown  up  in  these  lands,  when 
the  boundless  forest  all  arouixi  us 
shall  have  given  way  to  smili^ 
fields  and  thriving  towns,  and  when 
the  tmlted  Oovenimant.  under  the 
British  flag,  shall  «MMd  from  tee 
to  shore.'

"But,  if  Canada  needs  unity  aiid 
harmony,  there  la  one  field  In  which 
I  invite  competition,  and  I  wish  )t 
to  be  keen  and  active,  11  is  in  the 
domain  of  cducaiioif  Although  Can- 
ada IS  only  sparsely  ijopulated  we 
have  many  great  universuu  n, 
seats  of  learning.  Let  them  be  com- 
petitors, in  a  healthy  and  daUy 
struggle,  to  produce  men.  who.  wlU, 
be  a  credit  to  science,  to  mankind 
and  to  Canada.  True,  a  Banting  is 
not  an  everyday  product,  but  we 
need  aiore  men  of  hlb  tyix-  and  cah- 
bre  to  advance  science  and  throw 
lustre  on  our  yoimg  country.  It  is 
for  the  universities  to  educate  and 
offer  them  to  Canada.  An  amalga- 
mation of  all  universities  is  an  im- 
possibility, but  co-operation  between 
all,  co-ordinal  um  of  research  work, 
perhaps  specialization  in  certain 
helds  by  one  or  more  of  the  uiu 
verslties  would,  I  believe,  bring  grea' 
results. 

"I  must  conclude,  otherwise  I  shall 
be  charged  with  encroaching  too 
much  on  the  second  century  of 

your  university  life. 

"From  my  province  I  bring  you  n 
ires.sage  of  good-will  and  friendship 
Ontario  and  Quebec  are  the  two  h\v 
provinces  of  Canada.

"We  are  today  one  of  the  great 
trading  nations  of  the  world.  Smil- 
ing fields  extend  from  ocean  to 
ocean,  our  population  has  trebled, 
immigrants  flock  to  our  shores  and 
find  here  hapn^  and  comfortable 
homes,  our  mining  and  forest  devel- 
opment makes  of  Canada  one  of  the 
leaders  in  production,  three  trans- 
continental railways  cro.ss  our  iin- 
mensr  country.  In  the  fireat  War 
we  rnt.'ed  more  men  than  were 
Tathrred  in  la  grand  armee  of  Na- 
pojoon.  Canadian  8hlp.s  carry  trade 
and  commerce  to  the  most  remote 
places  on  the  globe,  great  universi- 
tie.s  and  colleges  have  sprung  up  in 
a  former  wUdemess,  and  Oanada  to- 
day has  a  seat  of  her  own  in  the 
CbuncU  of  Nations. 

BELIEVES  IN  VHION 

"Witli  due  re.spect  to  those  who 
may  think  other wL'^e;  I  am  a  firm 
believer  In  the  Canadian  Confeder- 
ation. The  work  of  the  men  of  1167 
was  great,  their  statesmanship  un- 
erring, their  vialon  clear  and  true. 
Confederatlea  must  and  will  live 

"Being  a  human  Institution,  it  may 
have  some  defects,  perhap:;  not  In 
its  principles,  but  In  their  applica- 


dangers  and  locks  on  which  the 
ship  of  the  young  Dominion  could 
get  wrecked? 

"We  all  know  that  the  Union 
had  llvfd  Its  Ume.  The  Canadian 
coloBles  were  hopelessly  divided. 
Internal  strife  and  external  com- 
petition and  anlmoKlti''s  stopped  all 
progres.s.  I  need  not  recall  the  par- 
ticulars of  those  momentous  days 

when  the  futma  of  Canada  waa  at 

stake. 

"It  has  bean  said  that  every  na- 
tion, in  monents  of  danger,  pro- 
duces men  capable  of  coping  with 
thoee  perils.  Canada  was  true  to 
this  rule  end  gave  birth  to  states- 
men whose  patriot l5m,  energy  and 
foresight  created  mir  great  Do- 
minion of  which  we  are  so  proud. 

"What  was  their  aspiration?  On 
what  purpose  were  they  bent? 

"Speaking  for  Upper  Canada,  81r 
John  Macdonald  expressed  the  abn 
he  had  in  view  as  follows:  'A 
federation  of  all  the  provinces  as 
would  tend  very  materially  to  en- 
hance the  individual  and  collpcuve 
prosperity,  and  p.l.so  cue  them  in 
their  united  manhood,  that  national 
prow-ss  and  strength  which  would 
make  them  at  least  the  fourth  na- 
tion on  the  face  of  the  globe.' 

"In  the  name  of  Lower  Canada. 
Sir  OeoiTe  Btlenne  earlier  was 
Just  as  precise:  A  grand  confed- 
eration such  as  must  prove  bene- 
ficial to  aJl  and  Injurtotis  to  none 
concentrating  and  combining  the 
national  fragments  and  resources 
of  all  the  provinces.  In  order  that 
they,  in  their  trade.  toittfUgenee. 
and  natlooal  power  and  prosperity, 
might  be  rated  as  at  least  the 
fourth  nation  of  the  w^rld

laws,  national  aspliytlons.  language 
are  heritages  which  were  abandoned 
by  none  of  the  contracting  parties 
to  the  Confederation  pact,  and 
which,  to  some  extent,  were  pot  In 
common  only  fdr  their  safeguard 
and  protection. 

"Rave  the  alms  and  desires  of  the 
Fathers  of  Confederation  been  fully 
realized  in  this  respect 

"Perhaps  not  ii.Iway,s.  but  I  do  not 
wish  to  niter  into  thLs  controversy 
■  vrept  to  affirm  that  to  live  and  en- 
dure the  .<pirlt  as  well  as  the  letter 
of  the  pact  of  Contsdaratlen  must 
be  respected.

"Valiani  Heuri 
had  belodfed  to  that  class,  but  final- 
ly found  aooeptanoe  by  Hutohin- 
seali  after  tt  had  heen  turned  down 
by  a  Canadian  piMlshor.  The  au- 
thor did  not  consider  It  a  typical 
Canadian  story  in  that  it  did  not 
have  a  background  of  buclctng  bron- 
chos, although  the  .scene  an  ai^- 
tual  Canadian  ntnch,  ui  .^.t.sk.iii  he- 
wan.  Th<'  tuo  (  hapter.s  read  b\  Mi 
Pra.ser  Indicated  a  powerful  rap;i(  iiv 
in  psychological  unttlyM^  of  men  and 
women,  the  characters  in  the  scenes 
described  being  a  white  ttan  and  his 
Indian  wile. 

Mr.  McRaye  opened  his  short  ad- 
dress with  ronRratulations  to  Mr 
Regan  on  beinK  able  to  write  of  the 
soU  of  Canada  in  .such  a  gripping 
way,  without,  as  some  writers  made 
the  mistake  of  doing.  Idealizing  or 
changing  the  condltlooa.  It  was  a 
great  pleasure  to  find  the  work  of 
Canadian  authors  increasing,  t>oth 
in  quantity  and  appreciation  by  the 
Canadian  reader 

Some  reminiscences  of  his  own 
interesting  associations  with  such 
well-known  Canadian  writers  aa 
Pauline  Johnson.  Archibald  Lamp- 
man.  Wilfred  Campbell,  were  given. 
It  was  recalled  that  Dr.  Drum- 
mond  author  of  the  now  univer.s- 
ally-read  "hablt.ant  '  poems,  had 
met  with  failure  when  he  first  tried 
to  publisii  in  Canada,  finally  hav- 
ing gone  to  New  York.  The  sale  of 
Drummond's '  poems  In  Canada  and 
the  United  States  now  ran  Into 
many,  thousands.  Robert  Service 
too.  had  tried  all  the  Canadian 
publishers  In  vain  when  he  first 
began  to  write,  eventually  the 
Ryerson  Press  brlaglafe  out  his 
verse. 

"Our  Canadian  publlshen  arc 
not  always  good  gue.s.sers."  com- 
mented Mr.  McRaye.  Pauline  John- 
son had  received  Just  $2  for  her 
best-known  poem.  'The  Song  My 
Paddle  Sings,'  and  today  her  col- 
lected poems  hab  run  to  a  seven- 
teenth edition,  and  130.000  of  her 
'Legends  ot  Vancouver'  had  been 
sOld.  Durlnff  her  lifetime  the  Wo- 
men's Canadian  Club  had  never 
honored  her.  but  after  her  death 
they  had  erected  a  monument  to 
her  memory.  Canad.i  was  long  on 
epitaphy  and  short  on  tafly  "  Some 
of  Marjorle  Plckthall  a  verse  was 
recited. 

Both  speakers  were  \ery  heartily 
thanked  by  the  president.

t'rrii  lures      of      Kinlogical  Sphere 
ishow  Laws  of  Their  Own, 
Says  Leetarer 

MONTREAL.  Oct  12.  — Nothing 
happens  In  living  creatures  that  is 
Inconsistent  with  ttie  laws  of  chem- 
istry and  physics,  but  new  things 
happen.  This  Is  the  autonomy  of 
life.  Mind  cannot  be  built  up  M 
any  of  the  materials  whicn  mind 
has  furnished  or  mirrori-d  In  this 
fact,  Profe.ssor  .J  Arthur  'Ihomson. 
LL.D..  indieati'd  the  autonomy  of 
mind,  in  n  lecture,  "The  Autonomy 
of  l.ile  and  Mind,"  given  last  eve- 
ning at  the  Diocesan  Theological 
CoUege  as  the  second  of  a  series  of 
lectures  on  religion  and  science.  In 
symb(dlc  picture  langtukge,  Profes- 
sor Thomson  explained  to  his  audi- 
ence the  swaying  boundaries  of  the 
three  great  orders  of  the  universe, 
the  cosmofiphere,  the  domain  of 
things  the  biosphere,  the  realm  of 
organisms,  and  the  sociosphere.  the 
kingdom  of  man. 

SPHERE  OF  THINGS 

Speaking  first  of  the  sphere  of 
things,  the  lecturer  called  up  be- 
fore the  imagination  of  his  hearers 
the  wide  ran^;l  of  tl'.e  cosm<i.s|)hr'r(\ 
which  Includes  the  land  and  sea. 
lar-ofT  nebulae  and  minute  atoms, 
dew  drops  and  precious  stones. 
Even  more  Impressive  Ls  the  group 
of  llvlnc  creatures  In  which  are 
found  elephants  and  gems  of  ma- 
laria, seaweed  and  the  cedars  of 
Lebanon.  Man,  as  distinguished  by 
the  mental  pspect.  is  the  third  cla.ss 
While  the  independence  of  lili^  be- 
yond physical  or  chemical  laws  was 
the  theme  ol  the  discourse,  yet 
Professor  Thomson  warned  against 
drawing  the  dividing  line  t>etween 
the  classes  so  harshly  as  to  jettison 
the  continuity  of  evolution,  and  he 
pointed  to  a  veatlge  of  scientific 
truth  in  the  poet's  line,  'Oliou  canst 
not  stir  a  flower  without  troubling 
a  star."  When  coral  polyps  build  a 
reef  a  thousand  miles  long,  they 
iM  rlap  on  the  domain  of  things; 
.nd  man  himsell.  made  of  proto- 
.liasni  and  depending  on  food.  Is 
onnefTfd  with  the  bioloRlcal  world 
Nevei  t  liele.ss.  he  Is  dislmctivply  ui- 
depcndent  of  the  lower  spheres— 
but  why?  Why  does  organism 
transcend  mechanism? 

In  spite  of  all  that  can  be  given 
in  chemical  and  physical  terms.  It 
IS  Impossible  to  give  a  complete  ac- 
count of  vital  phenomena,  stated 
Profe.ssor  Thomson,  still  less  of  be- 
havior, development,  and  evolution 
That  the  swallow  which  leaves  a 
nest  In  England  to  migrate  to 
Africa,  and  a  year  later  returns  to 
the  same  h«lge  the  next  Spring, 
indicates  a  power  of  registering  a 
past  experience  which  is  an  irre- 
ducible factor.  Even  a  beeUe  is 
greater  than  a  sUr  becauae  It  can 
steer  its  own  course.*  The  starfish, 
which  has  not  a  single  nerve  oentre.

Just  what  provisions  of  the  Goff 
Act  will  be  selected  by  the  drys  as 
their  battle  points  Sn  the  new  Con- 
gress remains  to  be  determined,  but 
during  the  last  session  emphasis 
was  placed  upon  those  proposals  for 
revo<ation  of  liquor  permits,  for 
.'.earrh  of  dwellings  suspected  of 
liavInK  bwn  converted  into  coni- 
rnercial  distilling  places,  and  for 
stricter  regulation  of  breweries 

Whatever  bill  is  introduced  on 
behalf  of  the  drys  will  have  to  go 
through  the  usual  process  of  com- 
mittee consideration,  with  public  or 
private  hearlncs.  Since  the  Cktff 
Bill  was  favorably  reported  Iqr  the 
Senate  Judiciary  Committee  there 
h'l.i  bfen  a  complete  change  in  high 
Prf/li;bition  enforcement  offBciaLs  and 
imrurally  the  views  of  the  new  ofB- 
<  ials  would  be  souglit  by  Congres- 
sional committees  before  legislation 
was  reported  to  either  House. 

At  any  hearings  held,  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  win  be  represented 
by  F.  Scott  McBrlde  the  new  legis- 
lative superintendent  of  the  Antl- 
Stloon  League,  selected  temporarily, 
et  least,  to  carry  on  the  work  which 
the  late  VVavne  B.  Wheeler  looked 
after  (or  many  years«  both  in  com- 
mittee and  the  halls  of  Congress.

MURRATVILUt  Oct.  13.  -  A 
pioneer  resident  of  British  Co- 
lumbia and  well-known  cannery- 
man,  formerly  f  Victoria,  Robert 
Draney.  passed  away  early  this 
morning  on  his  ranch,  Killarnay.  in 
his  seventy-seventh  year.  He  had 
been  prominent  in  the  establish- 
ment of  many  industries  in  Vic- 
toria 

Born  in  Oxford  County.  Ont..  Mr. 
Draney  came  to  Victoria  in  1874, 
when  twenty-three  yean  of  age. 
E«rly  in  life,  five  years  later,  he  be- 
came ccmnected  with  the  cannery 
business.  He  was  interested  in  old 
Aberdeen  Cnnncry.  at  Skeena. 

He  was  instrumental  in  the 
building  of  the  R.I.C.  Cannery  at 
Rivers  Inlet  and  two  others,  one  at 
Nsmu  and  one  at  Kinsquit.  The 
ip.st  two  have  become  known  aa  tho 
Draney  Fisheries. 

In  1913  Mr.  Dran^v  retired  and 
lived  for  some  time  in  Vancouv  '. 
where  he  became  well  known.  About 
ten  years  ago  he  became  Intereatad 
in  farming  in  the  Praaer  Valley 
and  bought  a  ranch  at  Ifurrayvllle, 
Killarney. 

He  is  sur\ived  bv  six  sons.  .J 
Herbert,  Charles  R..  Frank  E..  WU- 
liam  K..  Harry  R..  and  John  Mc- 
DougaU,  and  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
Bertha  All.  A  brother,  John 
Draney.  and  a  .sister-in-law.  Mrs. 
Robert  Chanibers,  also  .survive.  A 
.son.  Donald,  predeceased  him  by 
some  years,  and  his  wife,  Mrs 
Catherine  Draney,  died  fifteen 
years  ago  today.
